HANDBILLS TO 
BE BARREH IN 
CITY ALONCE
Waste Paper Nuisance Will 

Be Eliminated by Law in 
Effect Here Today.

_'_IS'Q longer -Will .residence porches 
and lawns lie littered up with 
handbills and other printed nial- 
ter, and no longer will the tidy 

x householder he obliged to disen­ 
tangle waste paper from his 
thorny rose bushes and shrubbery, 
because after today.- the distribu­ 
tion of handbills, dodgers, posters, 
circulars, shopping news or any 

.type of advertising matter from 
door to iloor or in automobiles 
will be prohibited in the city of 
Torrance as the result of an or­ 
dinance passed Tuesday evening 
by the Torrance City Council. The 
new ordinance takes effect im­ 
mediately.

Violation of the ordinance car­ 
ries a maximum penalty.of $300 
fine and three months in the 
county jail. In addition to the dis­ 
tribution of miclt circulars th 
dinance ' prohibits the posting pi 
advertising signs or placards on 
any'"public "property. *

According- to Mayor Dennis, so 
many complaints have beeg made. 
by housewives about their lawns 
nnd doorsteps being cluttered up 
with obnoxious handbills that by 
unanimous vote Uie city council 
decided to prohibit1 their distrlbu- 
ton entirely.

Mayor Dennis also stated that 
he had noticed that In practically 
every Instance where chain mar­ 
kets distributed handbills, the 
same quotations printed In the 
handbills w*re advertised the same 
veek In the Torrauco Herald. "I 
have-observed." said Mayor Den- 
nlA, "that most people pay little 
or no attention to the handbills, 
but wait iintlj jtlieir copy of the 
newspaper is received to check 
over the offerings for tho week­ 
end."

"Similar ordinances are . in ef­ 
fect In some 25 Southern Califor­ 
nia cities. includlm;: Oardo.ua, 
Santa Monica,' Inglewood, Common, 
South Gate, Alhambru, Claremont, 

'Hurbank. South Pasadena, and 
Monrovia," Mayor Dennis ex­ 
plained, and added that he thonrchl 
It was about time Torrance resi­ 
dents were given relief from the 
handbill nuisance.
 Tho ordinance adopted this week 

is an exact copy of ordinances 
now in force In Inglewood nnd 

1 South Gale, both of which were 
validated in recent test cases he- 
fore the state supremo court.

The ordinance docs not prohibit 
the delivery of bona fide news­ 
papers -or magazine); (,(> their sub­ 
scribers, nor does It prohibit tlui 
posting of signs on private, prop­ 
erty wilh the consent at the own­ 
ers or occupant. Full text of tho 
ordinance is printed on another 
page of this Issue of the Tor­ 
rance Herald.
